T th a t bfc«8 n o t g e t t i n g a n y re tu rn s 
for this time. 
J u s t now, when the school, 
m anagem ent 
of Comanche 
is 
duping to be able to add these 
practical d epartm en ts 
to 
nor 
school, it should be very g ra tify ­ 
ing to the people to know th at 


^ h e sp irit and attitud e of the 
stu d en ts is such as to make 
them the m ost likely to derive 
the m ost benefit from the addi­ 
tional advantages. 
Every teach 
e r knows that the m ost hopeless 
'Obstacle to successful results, is 
th a t sense of o p p o sitio n -m a n y 
tim es of absolute enm ity—Which 
so frequently m anifests itself in 
the attitude of pupils tow ard 
teachers. 
I tau g h t for eight 
years in the public schools of 
Texas, three of these in country 
schools, and five in town schools. 
In the country school, w here I 
taug ht alone, I never encounter­ 
ed this sp irit of enm ity on the 
p a rt of the pupils, bu t during the 
\ five years of my work in the 
"ttown schools# I had it to combat. 


' Recently, however, I had the 
^•privilege of acting as teacher in 
th e High School here for a period 
*of four or five days, and to my 
•.surprise and delight, I saw po 
dgn of my old enemy. 
The 
Ttjic 


pupils were flesh 
and 
blood 
children, and so naturally, they 
did not act like perfect autom a­ 
tons, but there was no evidence 
on their p a rt of a desire to wage 
war against a common enemy. 
Discipline, in the sense in which 
I had known it, was no longer 
necessary- 
In its stead, a wise 
and friendly guidance by 
an 
older friend or younger ones, 
was the o rd er of the day. 
In 
our schools in Comanche the old 
of enm ity and suspicion has been 
exorcised, and I most earnestly 
hope it will be for always. 
I attrib u te this changed con­ 
dition directly to two fundam ent­ 
al causes. 
In the first place, the 
personality of the su perinten d ­ 
ent has won the confidence and 
esteem of the stu den ts, so that 
he never fails of having their 
ear on all occasions. 
In the 
second place, he is inaugurating 
as rapidly as the stu d en t body 
can be developed along 
self­ 
governing lines, a system by 
which more and more of the 
responsibility for the discipline 
of the school shall lie upon the 
shoulders of the stu d ents th em ­ 
selves. 
His effert is to make the 
school a dem ocratic self-govorn- 
lug body of working students, 
wherein the teachers shall be 
j advisors and guides, not despots. 
To see our schools full of such 
: a spirit of earnest endeavor and 
• enthusiasm as exists in it, at 


present, prom ises much for the 
next generation of our citizen 
ship. 
If, now, while that sp irit 
is w hat it is, we are able, even by 
means of some sacrifice, to give 
them the proper school environ­ 
m ent and the proper tools to 
work with, there is no com put­ 
ing the value which will accrue 
to the com m unity, 
either 
in 
term s of citizenship, or in term s 
of actual sordid wealth. 
It will 
mean the elimination of the boy 
and girl “ loafers,” and so, the 
elimination of tho dead-weights 
on the com m unity into which 
those loafers m u st in tim e de­ 
velop. 
I t will mean the conver­ 
sation of the children, the g re a t­ 
est resource of any community, 
and the utilization of forces now 
not only lying idle, but actually 
im peding progress.

STEAM PUMP FISHING? 


It 
W a s 
Rapid, 
but 
Disastrous, and 
France Stopped It. 
One of the most singular fishing de­ 
vious imaginable was discovered by ac­ 
cident iu France. 
Though extremely 
simple, tile system is revolutionary. 
A pond on tile farm of La Mnrlc- 
quette, bordered by rocky shores, was 
drained one year by tile aid of a steam 
pump. 
Each stroke of the piston drew 
u|) tw enty-five gallons of water, and 
the pond was emptied in a few hours, 
and not only was the water drawn off. 
but all the fishes also were transferred 
to a new element. 
This was a revolution. 
The owners 
of ponds in the neighborhood followed 
suit, and the proprietor of the pump 
made a specialty of this sort of work. 
lie “let” one of Ids pumps, modified 
for the purpose. 
The peasants of the 
region called it "the fish pump.” 
Each 
stro k e of the piston brought up tor 
rents of water, in which were fish and 
crawfish, together with mud and d e­ 
bris. 
One pond of several acres was clear­ 
ed of fish at an expense of 36 francs, 
or $7.20. 
The process was Ingenious, 
t.nt as one cannot have his fish and eat 
it, too. and as such rapid consumption 
would have led to equally rapid exter­ 
mination. the authorities stopped the 
practice.—Scientific American. 


HACKNEY COACHES. 


Tradesm en Protested W hen T he y F irst 
A ppeared In London. 
In a letter dated April I, 1630, Mr. 
Onrrard, writing to the Earl of Straf 
ford, says: “ Here Is one Captain Bally. 
He hath been a sea captain, lait now 
lives in London, where he tries experi­ 
m ents. 
He hath erected according to 
his ability some four hackney coaches, 
put his men in a livery and appointed 
them to stand at the Maypole in the 
Strand, giving them instructions at 
what rate to carry men bito several 
parts of the town, where all day they 
may he had. 
"Other hackney men seeing this way, 
they Hocked to the same place and per­ 
formed their journeys at the same rate, 
so that sometimes there are twenty of 
them together, which disperse up and 
down.”

plained of this, saying: 
"Formerly when ladles and gentle 
men walked In the streets there was a 
chance of customers, but now they 
whisk past In the coaches before our 
apprentices 
have time to cry out, 
‘What d*ye lack? "

olet, was not used until 1.823.—London 
Standard.

between strictly professional duties. 
This rating of schoolmaster was abol­ 
ished. in fact, only about twenty years 
ago. but nfter the establishment of the 
Naval academy, In 1S41, these officials 
devoted their energies to the sailor ap­ 
prentices only, the enlisted boys of the 
forecastle. 
Even these now obtain 
their education on shore. 
There is a tradition that the three 
brass buttons the midshipman wears 
on the sleeve of his full dress coat dur­ 
ing his four years at Annapolis origi­ 
nated a century or more ago, when 
their presence was needed to discour­ 
age the youngsters from brushing their 
noses with their sleeves. 
This is prob­ 
ably a base slander, modern research 
indicating that the buttons are relies 
of the days when there was a cuff hap 
on the sleeve. 
At all events the extreme youth of 
th** midshlpmite use**! to bo his most 
conspicuous characteristic. 
Instead of 
the full size*! regulation officer’s sword 
that he now carries, he wore a little 
straight bladed dirk about a foot long. 
He was to a large extent a messenger 
for carrying orders about the ship, but 
he also took charge of boats and coni 
□landed men despite his youth. 
He 
was frequently plaeod in charge of a 
prize captured in war, taking her into 
iw>rt. and not infrequently suppressing 
mutinies among the prisoners on board 
Farragut was a prize master at twelve 
and got ids prize safely in. 
The title "midshipman” is an ancient 
one. 
Ile Is above the seamen un*! the 
petty officers forward and below the 
commissioned officers in the wardroom 
aft; hence “midshipman." 
There was 
formerly a higher grade called passed 
midshipman, but this was abolished be­ 
fore the war between the states. Then 
the grade was restored, but called mid­ 
shipman, the former midshipman be 
ing designated as a cadet midshipman. 
In 1882 the title of the latter was 
changed to naval cadet, which it still 
remains, and the midshipmen were 
merged with the ensigns. 
Accordingly 
the time honored title of midshipman 
no longer exists officially in the United 
States navy. 
While officially a naval cadet, that 
young officer Is still regarded and often 
referred to verbally as a midshipman, 
for he Is the same creature as of old as 
far as his duties go. 
But by the side 
of his earlier prototype the twentieth 
century “middy” is a sav an t 
Trigo­ 
nometry was about as high up in math­ 
ematics as the old timer ever went. 
Tho twentieth century lad goes far be­ 
yond. 
He goes through analytical ge­ 
ometry of three dimensions, differential 
and integral calculus, applied mechan­ 
ic*. 
Gunnery a hundred j’cars ago was f 
little more than loading, aiming and j 
firing at short ranges. 
It now involves 
metallurgy, theory of the combustion j 
of powder gases, stress and strain, me- j 
chanicftl engineering, manufacture and j 
preservation of complex explosives and 
other abstruse subjects, in all of which 
the midshipman of the present day 
must be proficient. 
Midshipmen were conspicuous In all 
our early wars, notably those with the 
Barbary States, with the West Indian 
pirates and with the British in 1812. 
They were equally conspicuous during 
our conflicts with the Spanish and Fili­ 
pinos. 
Midshipmen, naval cadets, had 
charge of the extremely hazardous 
picket duty in the Santiago blockade, 
close under the Spanish batteries and 
often under musketry fire from shore. 
Cadet F’owell ran his open launch right 
tqito the harbor of Santiago after the 
Merrimac, remained all night under the 
menacing guns of the inner batteries 
and steamed out again under their fire 
in the morning.—New York Press.
